In December, 1969, this office submitted a 
recommendation concerning the dissemination of a reprint 
from' the October, 1969, edition of the "Readers Digest" 
to local businessmen in Albany through the Chamber of 
Commerce. This was rejected by the Bureau but as an 
alternative, it was suggested that identities of business- 
men contributing to the BPP Breakfast for Children Program 
be ascertained and thereafter anonymously mailed to them 
copies of the BPP coloring book. 

Inasmuch as the Breakfast for Children Program 
never went into effect in this Division, and the BPP 
has become very inactive since this recommendation was 
submitted, no further action has been taken.

Information regarding black extremists imparted 
to police officers during an FBI police school in Jackson, 
Mississippi, in July of 1969 was instrumental in two 
officers stopping an automobile containing three Negroes 
wearing Afro hair styles and dress on July 3, 1970. The 
car was determined stolen and the three Negroes were 
determined to be affiliated with the Republic of New Africa 
in New Orleans. Subsequent checks identified one of the 
three as being a bank robbery fugitive from Duquesne, 
Pennsylvania, and he was removed to Pennsylvania. The 
other two Negroes were convicted in U. S. District Court 
in Jackson in January, 1970, on charges connected with 
the interstate transportation of a stolen motor vehicle 
and related charges and both received significant Federal 
prison sentences.

The BPP is currently involved in' an internal dispute \ 1 
over the operation of its international activities. This t 

dispute has been described as one of "major proportions" and- 
has led to the expelling by Cleaver of two BPP officials 
overseas who in turn have demanded that BPP headquarters 
expel Cleaver. Although BPP headquarters tends to side with 
Cleaver, it has been unable to resolve the dispute. 




In response to our request, the San Francisco Office 
has submitted the proposed text of a letter to be sent to 
Cleaver aimed at inflaming the dispute and disrupting the 
BPP by indicating to Cleaver that he is being undercut by 
leaders at BPP headquarters. To be most effective, the 
letter should be mailed from Canada on hotel stationery 
inasmuch as BPP leaders who could logically be expected to 
write such a letter are now in Canada .

If you approve, the attached airtel will be sent 
to Legat, Ottawa, authorizing him to prepare and mail the 
anonymous letter to Cleaver in such o manner that it cannot 
be traced to the Bureau.

Upon receipt of 
such Information, a proposal will be made to furnish such to 
appropriate authorities in the D.C. Department of Public 
Health, inasmuch as they exercise licensing faculties over 
public health clinics. 

B. Another edition of "The Pan African" announced 
that a Children's Educational Center would be opened at 1434 
Fairmont Street, N.W., for children from ages 2 to 5 to run 
from 7:30 to 5:00 p.m. dally.

As previously mentioned, in the case captioned 
"UNNAMED COALITION BEING FORMED IN RICHMOND, VA., RM - 
MISCELLANEOUS, 00: Richmond, Richmond file 157-2639", Richmond 
is conducting an investigation of a black nationalist-type 
group . 

Proposed counterintelligence operations aimed at 
this group have not been submitted for Bureau approval. However, 
during the course of its continuing investigation of this group, 
Richmond has used several legitimate cases as vehicles to 
disrupt the group's organizational efforts and to sow seeds of 
distrust among those interested in the group. Further, it is 
felt that the well-planned interviews of most of the members 
of the "UNNAMED COALITION" have unquestionably forestalled any C 
plans by members of the group to perpetrate acts of violence / 
now that they realize the FBI is aware of them.

Counterintelligence operations directed against 
these organizations are being limited by the Memphis 
Office at the present time to interview of rank and file 
members of the Black Knights and Invaders in an effort to 
develop additional informants in these organizations. 

At the suggestion of the Memphis Office, the Intelligence 
Unit of the Memphis Police Department conducts daily 
spot surveillances of the more militant members of the 
Invaders, the Black Knights, and the Black Student 
Association at Memphis State University. This counter- 
intelligence operation being conducted by the Memphis 
Police Department has convinced the leaders and members 
of these three organizations, according to informants of 
this office, that they are constantly under surveillance 
and that their activities are known to the Police Depart- 
ment and the FBI.

disruption of BPP activities through the use of mailings 
directed to individuals or groups who do not have a complete 
understanding of BPP tactics or ideology. 

These mailings would be prepared in such a way as to 
appear authentic in content and form as well as being topical. 

It is felt that they could be used as the vehicle to get 
inflamatory BPP literature and statements to those individuals 
who would not ordinarily have access to such material. 

Handbills and throw-away type pamphlets would also 
be utilized in the above described consideration.

Al6o the NYO is acutely aware of the significance of the 
actions of those who would closely associate themselves with 
the BPP, the Young Lords or the Young Patriots, as a source of 
timely counterintelligence proposals. 

The activities of the RNA in the NYC area are 
minimal and therefore, no counterintelligence proposals con- 
cerning that organisation can be made at this time. 

The NYO will lmmeidately inform the Bureau of any 
situations or developments that occur where counterintelligence 
techniques may be utilized.

The Boston Division has several reliable sources 
and established contacts in the television and radio 
field who it is felt would give consideration to presenting 
a suitable program on the Black Panther Party - Boston (BPP-B) 
based on material furnished to them by this office; however, 
it is not felt that such a program could be made to be 
effective at this time. The public activities of the 
BPP-B have not been violent or extreme in nature. They 
have engaged in no activities documented in public source 
material, which could be exploited to the discredit of the 
organization with perhaps the exception of the local 
arrests of members of the BPP-B. In this regard, it is 
nptcd that a number of these arrests were for lesser 
offenses and many have been dismissed or filed. Several 
public demonstrations and rallies held by the BPP-B in 
which obscenities were voiced by its members were covered 
by the news media at the time of their occurrence. 



Many of the local television and radio stations 
have regularly scheduled black programs designed to 
establish better community relations and provide a forum 
to present the views of the black community in Boston. 

A program reflecting unfavorably on the BPP might be 
considered contradictory to these other broadcasts and 
could possibly be Interpr eted as racis t in nature. T n

According to the leader this aim 
may mean taking control of production that economically controls 
the destiny of the black man. In relet 2/9/70 you list six 
"labor-management type activities" vhlch includes several 
activities uhere the purpose vas to Indoctrinate others with 
the elms and purposes of the organ! set! on. In view of the above 
definition of the aim cf the group, the bureau does not feel 
these cctivltics constitute legitimate labor mensgement 
activities. 


You must be constantly svare that the bureau Is not 
investigating legitimate union activities, and your Investigation 
in this natter mist be handled in such a vey as to preclude any 
criticism of the Bureau. The Burotu fully agrees vlth you tliat 
the wholesale interviewing of LHflw members and/cr sympathizers 
would not be edvlseblc. In view of the fact Bone of these 
individuals may be engaged in legitimate union activities, ycu 
should obtain Bureau approval prior to conducting such interviews. 
This polity is not to discourage you from Interviewing any of the 
LRBW members and/or sympathizers who may appear to possess 
excellent Informant potential, but to Insure a minimum of op- 
portunity for embarrassment to the Bureau. 

In view of the fset LKBW Is controlled by e hard core of 
20 or so individuals. Instead of extensive interviews to develop 
sufficient informant coverage, ycu sltould consider directing 
Informant coverage against individual leaders rather them the 
organization as such. In this Banner, you will be in a position 
to obtain not only data regarding LKBVT activities, but the 
additional activities of the individual extremists. 

The line of reasoning used In relet 2/9/70 is one which 
apparently does not recognize the seriousness of the threat to 
the country being posed by extremist individuals and organizations.

The Bureau feels that the condoning or excusing of extremist 
activities on the basis that they Key be unlon-orlented Is 
entirely unwarranted end cennot be uced to excuse our failure 
to be aware of such activities.

A review of the Detroit file In captioned matter 
reflocts that the LRBW is attempting to establish itsolf . 
as a "Labor Organisation", as defined under Title 29, 
United States Code, Section 402(1), and has used certain 
black extremist statements In publications as a means to 
accomplish this end. 


The review of this matter reflects the following 
activities of the LRBW which are of a purely labor-management 
type of activity: 


1. A wildcat strike hold at Chrysler, Eldon 
Avenue Goar and Axle Plant on 1/27/69, causing a temporary 
shutdown of plant operations. The wildcat strike was called 
by the IJIBW to protest policies of both Chrysler Corporation 
and the United Auto Workers (UAW). 
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2. Participation In union stewardship elections. 

by either candidate In both 1968 and 19G9 campaigns In attempt 
to elect LRBW representatives to dislodge DAW officers end 
to eventually be established as a "bargaining representative", 
as defined in the National labor Relations Act for the black 
workers at various Chrysler Corporation plants In the Detroit 
area, 

3. The filing of ao Unfair Labor Practices suit' 
with the National Labor Relations Board on 5/19/69, alleging 
unfair labor practices against both Chrysler Corporation and 
the DAW local involved In the aforementioned election. 

4. The LRBW beld a demonstration In front of 
Cobo Hell in Detroit, on 11/9/69, which was the scene of the 
DAW stratogy meeting whore they planned to devise a policy 
to be used In the negotiations of automobile worker's . 
contracts, which arc due for renewal In 1970. The demonstration 
was an effort to Influence delegates to the UAW Convention 

to subscribe to the tenets of the LRBW. 

6. The systematic distribution of various pamphlets 
captioned "DRUM", "SPEAR", "KLRUM", etc., all of which have 
been previously supplied the Bureau, that requested black 
workers to support the LRBW and its policies. 

C. Heelings of the LRBW wherein the ODly business 
conducted is purely intro-union In nature, e.g. ways to gain 
support for the LRBW and to thwart labor control efforts by 
the DAW. Reportedly the LRBW has had little or no effect 
on the average worker when they speak of "revolution” aDd 
"Deathrto our enemies”, but have had some success when they 
discuss "swoatsbop conditions" at Chrysler and the "selling 
out by DAW representatives in grievance bearings”. 

It should be ootod thnt one of the demands made of 
the DAW by the LRBW In tho protest demonstration at Cobo Hnll, 
number four above, was the fact that the UAW was "in collusion 
with the CIA, the FBI and all other white racist institutions”, 
while such a demand lo and of Itself would have no effect on 
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•ny legitimate Bureau investigation, It and the six 
aforementioned labor-management type activities together 
point ont the extreme sensitivity of the Bureau activities 
in the labor movement, especially where no clear criminal 
violations of Federal las are indicated.- 

The foregoing should tend to support Detroit's 
contention that any Investigation in this extremely delicate 
and sensitive area should bo conducted most discreetly 
through the use of established informants nod sources that 
have been effectively utilized in the past. As pointed out 
io referenced letter, any wholesale interviewing of LPJBW 
members or sympathizers in an effort to gain Internal Security 
or Racial Matter type of information would appear to the 
LHBW loaders as harassment by the Bureau, brought on by 
pressure or inquiries from either tbo UAW, Chrysler Corporation 
or Ford Motor Company. This obviously would not bo true. 

Ilowcvor, tho Bureau would not be in a strong position to deny 
such allegations of pressure, for to do so would be to stipulate 
the fact that such a security investigation was being conducted 
into a union or seal-union type of organization. 

Detroit baa been considering ideas regarding 
combating LUBVT extremism through legal aDd legitimate means 
by use of CIP techniques. For example, a communication could 
be directed to the U. S. Department of Labor on an SOG level 
which would point out the aforementioned activities (1-6 
above), and that tho Bureau was inquiring as to whether an annus? 
report of a labor organization an required (Title 29, USC, 501), 
had been filed by LKBW. Detroit has alroady learned through 
established sources that such a report hns not been filed. 
Howovcr, upon such an Inquiry from the Bureau, the Labor 
Department would then bp prompted to ask for such a report 
from tho LRBW. This report would undoubtedly caune much 
consternstioi^intlbewilderriientamong the leaders of the LRB?, 
such as ^BES^IiSS^SSIiSgSBSBA nnd others, who hove little 
or no ability to comply wlth6ucn regulatory policies. This 
may result in a failure of the LRBV to roport and wouldjbring 
on additional harassment by the Department of Labor to socuro 
said report and would leave the Bureau entirely out of the 
matter. Should such a report be filed, boweyer, the Bureau woult 
have acceBB to it, which would undoubtedly 'contain data 
regarding finances, membership and activities of the LKBff. 
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In addition, it could be pointed out to tho 
Department of Labor, no well as the Department of Housing, . 
Education and Welfare (that administers the Equal Opportunity 
Employmont Comnisaion) that the LtUJW while acting aa a 
legitimate labor organization has systematically discriminated 
in menberehip based upon race. Namely, only Negroes are 
allowed in the LRDVf , and this is clearly set forth in the 
constitution of the LRU* which Btates, "Membership is hereby 
donled to all HonkeyV. This, in and of itself, is not 
necessarily a clear violation of the Civil nights Act as 
membership in the LItOT is not a requirement for employment 
at any of the Detroit area plants, but it would make the 
foregoing departments aware of the LftBW'e black racism. 

A perusal of various labor violations falling 
within the Bureau's and Department of Labor's Jurisdiction 
indicates possibilities of violation by LKBff members of 
the following: 

1. Provisions of Title 29, USC, Eection 504(a). 

No person who has been convicted of various felonies, including 
robbery, narcotics, assault, etc., shall serve an officer, 
director or on the executive board of any labor organization, 
except ln^^Jerica^capneity^Thls statute would probably 
apply to , who is presently on 
probation^PJr^r'TuWgff'oJ^ari^ng a concealed wearon In a cor, 
which is a felony.

Consistent with the above comments and the basic 
merit of your suggestion, you are requested to study and recommend 
possible alternatives of distribution including the suggestion 
offered by the San Francisco Office of directing anonymously a 
copy of the leaflets to each Panther Chapter from Los Angeles. 

NOTE : 

While the basic suggestion of Los Angeles has merit as 
a counterintelligence weapon, the correction of the weaknesses and 
limitations expressed above are necessary to make it functional as 
a safe and practical tool. Los Angeles submitted two pamphlet 
proposals in connection with their suggested program. Proposal 
pamphlet number one was designed to challenge the legitimacy of 
authority of the two BPP leaders in Los Angeles. Proposal pamphlet 
number two is smutty in content aimed at two female BPP leaders 
reportedly engaging in actsoi sexual perversion to the distress of 
two other BPP females. Los Angeles planned to distribute the above 
pamphlets in the vicinities of Los Angeles BPP headquarters and 
other Los Angles BPP locations. They intended to distribute pamphlc 
number two seven to ten days after pamphlet number one . Los Angeles 
intended that during early morning hou^ a Negro Agent assigned to tl 
Los Angeles Division, suitably attired for the localities, would 
select and pay a small sum to a Negro youngster who would be asked 
to place the leaflets in doorways and on automobile windows in the 
vicinity of the locations previously indicated. Under this 
arrangement of using an Agent, security could not be totally 
guaranteed.'. j

Panthers mentioned other than giving them some further 
embarrassment or ridicule. San Francisco docs not object 
to this but believes that distribution of the leaflet would 
possibly be a goading of one or both of those individuals 
to violence in a future confrontation with an Agent or 
other law enforcement officer. Such a danger would outweigh

III. TANGIBLE RESULTS

e demise ol the party are a result of 1) police 
arrest of BPP members, 2) suspicions between individual 
members that everyone else was an informer or a police agent, 
and 3) difficulty over funds. 


It is felt that the San Diego Counterintelligence 
Program has substantially contributed to this situation. 

For the information of the Bureau, and by way of summary, the 
following approved activities which fall within the above three 
categories have been effected and are believed to be the 
activities which resulted in the causes cited by the informants 
for the destruction of the party: . . 
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On 1/23/69, Information mas received that members - 
of the BPP in San Diego were going to attend the funeral of 
slain BPP members in Los Angeles. They were reportedly going 
to be armed in their travels to Los Angeles and this 
information was immediately furnished to the SDPD and 
California Highway Patrol. As a result, on 1/24/69, five 
members of the San Diego BPP were arrested in Los Angeles and 
charged with possession of weapons and armed robbery. 

On 2/3/69 f an anonymous__tel ephone call was 
placed to the parents of informini^hem of her 
involvement and subsequent pregnancy The 

parents showe d ext reme concern over a pre v lous l y ununown 
situation anddBoas forced to resign from the BPP and return 
home to live, ^t also becameeeneral knowledge throughout 
the Negro community that^HB a BPP leade^ja^responsible 
for the difficulty being experienced 

In addition, due to the fact thatBj^was on 
probation, his probation officer was notified of his involvement 
with a girl who had not yet rgalllli^her majority. As a result 
his probation was revoked and^|H0is currently incarcerated 
at California State Penitentiary lor Hen at Chino. 

In the interim, prior to the time^^BHk>robation 
was revoked, an anonymous telephone call was [JlJUcd to him 
advising him that his arrest in Los Angeles was the direct

The activities of both the former BPP members and 
of the US Organization, are being very closely followed on 
a daily basis.

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V. MISCELLANEOUS 



1 Informants familiar with the DS Organization 

have reported that US in San Diego has not conducted any 
type of activities whatsoever aside from the usual "black 
cultural" activities such as boot dancing demonstrations. 


Informants have also reported that all efforts 
expended by the US Organization to infiltrate and take over 
the various black student unions on campuses throughout the 
San Diego area have met with negative results. Without 
exception, the current leaders of the individual black student 
unions have adamantly refused to relinquish their leadership 
to any member of the US group. 


Developments concerning the US Organization and 
their activities are being very closely scrutinized on a 
daily basis. Any potential for counterintelligence action 
will be fully explored and appropriate requests submitted 
to the Bureau.

Counterintelligence Operations

A survey of toll calls of selective Los Angeles 
BPP leaders continues, with the results of these reviews 
being considered for counterintelligence proposals. 


The Los Angeles Division continues to follow 
arrests of members of the Los Angeles BPP for violations of 
Antlrlot and Gun Control laws to determine If any of these 
individuals might be prosecuted under Federal or State laws. 
Liaison with logical sporting goods Btores and rirearms 
outlets continues in an effort to identify members of the 
Los Angeles BPP purchasing firearms. 
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The dally activities of members are being closely 
scrutinized for violation of local laws so that this infor- 
mation can be furnished to local law enforcement agencies 
for appropriate action.

New York City, 
copies of two letters prepared by that office; one allegedly 
prepared by the BPP soliciting funds from local store owners 
and the second expressing Indignation at the BPP’s request for 
money. New York’s intended purpose in this regard Is to make 
the BPP leadership believe Its members are using the BPP name 
, .to extort or swindle money without the authority of the local 
leadership. 
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Enclosed herewith are two proposed letters which New 
York offers as suggestions as part of captioned program. 

One of the letters purports to be the solicitation of 
money by the BPP from store owners in the New York City area. 

The other enclosed letter purports to be the reply 
given by the "Store Owner" who was solicited by letter by 
the BPP. 


The plan envisioned by New York is to run off mimeo- 
graphed copies of the "BPP solicitation letter" and send it as 
an enclosure with the "Store Owners letter" which would be sent 
to BPP Headquarters in New York City. 

It is hoped that the above plan, if utilized, would / 
create disruption among BPP leaders in New York City by making 
them think that possibly one of their fellow members or maybe 
even another group was using the Panther name to extort or 
swindle money out of a particular group of people. 


It should be noted that the exact wording of the 
"Store Owners letter" would be varied so as to show Individuality 
but would generally follow the theme set forth in the enclosed 
letter.

It has been the experience of New York that without 
publicity or mention from any of the established news media, the 
BPP suffers not only by the fact that it has been generally ig- 
nored, but suffers as well from lack of membership interest and 
discipline. 

If a radio or television program were staged by the 
communications media concerning local BPP activities, it is 
felt by New York, that in order to be "fair", and present a 
"professionally" well balanced program showing all sides of the 
Issues, and avoid criticism from minority groups, much effort 
would be given to show or expose BPP activities which might be 
construed as beneficial or necessary for the local community. 

This aforementioned effort would In effect be “Free 
Publicity" for the BPP, and give at least a modicum of respecta- 
bility to some of their illegal and terrorist activities.'

As indicated in previous communications under 
captioned matter, the United Front Against Fascism (UFAF) 
is the only BPP affiliated organization presently active 
within this Division. At the present time the only known 
source of income of the UFAF is money derived through the 
sale of the Black Panther newspaper which, until the week 
1/26/70, arrived in Omaha via United Airlines air freight 
on a weekly basis. 

As noted in relet, contact has been maintained on 
a continuing basis with United Airlines in order to determine 
if aregulajyjatterii existed for the pickup of this newspaper 

a known UFAF member, to whom these papers *■' / 
hav^Dee^^Wn^^ncd. United Airlines has advised that no 
shipments of the Black Panther newspaper have arrived via ■ j 
UAL freight since the week of 1/19/70. The reason for this 
appears to be the fact that information from San Francisco 
indicates that the BPP Central Committee recently decided 
that no newspapers would be sent out unless they were paid 
for by the time the paper went to press. 

Omaha plans to continue contact with UAL air freight 
so that when regular shipments of the BPP newspaper to Omaha 
resume, Omaha will be in a position to establish a pattern 
for a pickup of these newspapers and thereafter initiate 
counter intelligence measures aimed at disruption of the 
distribution of this newspaper. i ■' /■ 

A proposal for such counter intelligence activities 
will bo forwarded the. Bureau by separate communication as 
soon ns sufficient information : is lavailable to warrant a^ 
recommendation.
